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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art fails to disclose or suggest, inter alia, a class D amplifier comprising a switch 
mode power supply having control circuitry for determining when the voltage of one of the 
voltage sources exceeds a first threshold value, and, in response to such a determination, 
periodically operate the switch associated with the one voltage source ON and OFF, thereby 
redistributing energy from the one voltage source to the other voltage source.
